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A  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE  HISTORY  OF  BIBLE  SO- 

CIETIES.

■  Thquob  much  had  been  done  by  the  laudable  efforts  of  the  sd' 
cieties  already  in  existence  ;  though  some  of  them  had  extended 
their  beneficence  beyond  their  own  immediate  vicinity,  and  had 
made  the  wilderness  joyful  in  possessing  the  gospel  of  peace  ;  still 
much  remained  to  be  done,  and  much  which  seemed  beyond  their>« 
ability  to  accomplish.  There  was  evidently  wanting  something 
established  upon  a  broader  basis :  something,  which  could  more 
extensively  call  into  action  the  energies  of  the  Christian  commu* 
ty ;  and,  by  consolidating  its  efforts,  give  that  efficacy  to  its  opera* 
tions  tvhich  it  was  otherwise  vain  to  expect.  Many  became  sen¬ 
sible  of  this  desideratum  in  the  plans  then  pursued  for  the  dissem¬ 
ination  of  divine  truth. 

In  October,  1815,  some  general  outlines  of  a  plan  for  a  Gen¬ 
eral  Bible  Society,  were  laid  before  the  public,  together  with  some 
considerations  respecting  the. importance  of  establishing  such  an 
institution. .  In  March,  1814^  some  further  notices  appeared,  par*- 
ticularly  bringing  to  view  the  destitute  condition  of  much  of  our 
own  country,  and  that  of  many  other  parts  of  the  world;  and  • 
urged,  with  much  emphasis,  the  importance  of  doing  on  a  larger 
scale  than  had  hitherto  been  attempted. 

Early,  in  1816,  there  appeared,  on  this  subject,  an  AddrtSd  to  the 
Members  of  the  several  Bible  Societies  in  the  United  States,  by  the 
Hon.  Elias  Boudinot,  President  of  the  New-Jersey  Bible  Society* 
There  were  also  published,  about  this  time,  some  Resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  ef  the  Mew-York  Bible  Society,  in  which  the 
managers  expressed  their  approbation  of  the  measure,  and  their 
opinion  that  it  was  expedient  to  have  a  convention  of  delegatas 
from. such  Bible  Societies  as  might  be  disposed  to  concur  in  the 
proposed  plan.  They  also  signified  their  desire  that  the  president 
of  the  Ne.w-Jerscy  Bible  Society  would  use  such  methods  as  his 
wisdom  should  dictate,  in  bringing  the  plan  formally  before  the 
public,  in  order  to  be  carried  into  execution.  The  Hon.  Presi-  * 
dent,  accordingly,  issued  a  request  that  the  proposed  convention 
might  take  place  at  New-York  on  the  8th  of  May. 

But  the  advocates  for  the  establishment  of  this  benevolent  in-: 
^titution,  were  necessitated,  in  the  commencement  of  their  pro¬ 
ceedings,  to  encounter  opposition.  And,  it  cannot  be  dissembled^ 
that  some  of  this  arose  from  so  high  and  respecta]})e  a  sou  tikt 
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it  most  hare  filled  them  with  surprise  and  regret.-  The  objections, 
however,  were  not  deemed  sufficient  to  render  it  advisable  to  de« 
sist.  The  proposed  convention,  therefore,  met  on  the  day  appoint* 
ed  at  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  the  city  of  New-York. — 
Joshua  M.  Wallace,  Esq.  of  New-Jersey,  was  chosen  president  of 
the  convention.  Dr.  Romeyn  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beecher  were 
chosen  secretaries.  Dr.  Nott,  President  of  Union  College,  open¬ 
ed  the  meeting  with  prayer.  Delegates  from  thirty-Jive  Bible  So¬ 
cieties,  and  from  some  other  associations,  then  presented  their  cer¬ 
tificates,  and  it  was  found  that  the  members  of  the  convention 
atnounted  to  sixty.  The  business  for  which  they  had  met  was 
then  brought  forward ;  and,  having  been  discussed  at  some  length 
it  was  resolved,  unanimously — That  it  was  expedient  to  establish, 
without  delay,  a  General  Bible  Institution  for  the  Circulation  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment.  A  committee  of 
eleven  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  constitution,  and  an  address  to  ^ 
^e  public  ;  and  the  convention  adjourned  to  the  10th. 

’  On  the  lOtb,  the  convention  met  according  to  adjournment. — 

The  committee  presented  the  Address,  which  was  approved  ;  and 
the  constitution,  which,  after  suitable  consideration,  was  adopted. 

Some  of  the  promment  features  of  this  constitution,  are  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  “The  institution  shall  be. called.  The  Jlmeritan  Bible  Socie* 
ty.  Each  subscriber  of.  three  dollars  annually,  shall  be  a  member  ; 
each  of  thirty  dollars,  a  member  for  life  ;  each  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  a  director  for  life.  Directors  shall  have  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  voting  at  all  meetings  of  the  managers.  The  board  of 
managers  shall  consist  of  thirty-six  laymen  ;  and  every  minister  of 
the  gospel,  who  is  a  member  of  the  society,  shall  possess  all  the 
powers  of  a  manager.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  New- 
York  or  Philadelphia,  at  the  option  of  the  society.”  The  busi¬ 
ness  being  accomplished,  the  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer  and 
the  convention  dissolved. 

Thus  was  formed  the  American  Bible  Society,  the  glory  of  the 
churches  of  our  country.  On  choice  of  a  person  to  fill  the  presi¬ 
dency,  the  Hon.  Elias  Boudinot  was  called  to  that  important  sta¬ 
tion.  This  gentleman,  so  distinguished  for  his  benevolence  and 
philanthropy,  made  a  donation  to  the  society  over  which  he  presi¬ 
ded,  of  10,000  dollars. 

On  the  13th  of  May,  three  days  after  the  formation  of  this  in¬ 
stitution,  the  citizens  of  New-York,  at  a  very  numerous  meeting, 
in  which  tfie  mayor  presided,  resolved  unanimously,  to  aid  in  sup-, 
porting  the  American  Bible  Society;  and  on  the  14th,  a  numerous 
meeting  of  the  ladies  was  held  in  the  City  Hotel,  who  formed 
themselves  into  an  auxiliary,  and  procured  an  immediate  subscrip¬ 
tion  of  700  dollars. 

Meetings  similar  to  these,  were  held  in  New-Haven,  in  Boston, 

In  Portsmouth  ;  all  declaring  their  warm  approbation  of  the  na¬ 
tional  institution,  and  devising  means  to  replenish  its  treasury. 

_  On  the  8th  of  May,  1817,  was  held,  in  the  city  of  New-York, 
the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  From 
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the  rep6rt  of  the  managers,  it  appears  that  a  large  proportion  of 
Ihe  Pihle  Societies  previously  in  existence,  had  income  auxiliary  ) 
and  that  many  new  auxiliaries  had  also  been  formed.  The  whote 
number  now  known,  is  one  hundred  and  tuxnty.  The  manager! 
state  that  they  had  completed  an  edition  of  the  Bible,  of  10,000 
copies ;  and  given  orders  for  another  edition  of  the  same  number. 
They  had  directed  their  attention  to  the  subject  of  printing  the 
scriptures  in  the  Indian  languages  of  our  country,  anti  of  printing 
an  edition  of  the  Bible  in  French, 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury,  from  the  formation  of  the  soci¬ 
ety,  May  8th,  1816,  to  April  30,  1817,  amounted  to  35,827  dol¬ 
lars;  and  the  expenditures  for  the  same  time,  to  19,218  dollars.-— 
In  addition  to  (he  receipts  as  here  mentioned,  a  number  of  valua¬ 
ble  donations  of  books  had  been  made,  as  the  beginning  of  a  Biblic 
library. 

Here  we  take  our  leave  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  Long 
may  it  enjoy  the  support  and  the  prayers  of  Christians!  Long 
may  it  enjoy  the  approbation  of  Him  for  the  diffusion  of  whose 
truth  it  was  established ! 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  stale,  in  addition  to  what  has  been 
said  on  this  general  subject,  that  there  are  in  the  Canadas,  no  less 
than  sev^ieen  Bible  Societies,  (including ^auxiliaries)  established  in 
the  principal  towns  ;  and  that  a  few  have  also  been  instituted  in 
the  West  Indies.  At  the  commencement  of  1816,  there  were,  in 
all  the  British  dominions,  559  auxiliaries  and  branches  of  the  Brit¬ 
ish  and  Foreign  Bible  Society ;  and  that  besides  numerous  Bible 
Associations.  At  the  same  date,  there  were  in  other  parts  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  94  Bible  Societies,  (including  auxiliaries)  of  which  nearly 
one  sixth  part  W'ere  national  institutions.  And  in  the  United  States 
there  were  112;  since  ivhich  time  they  have  increased  to  more 
than  160..  So  that,  during  the  space  of  fourteen  years,  there  have 
been  formed  in  the  Christian  world  (and  that  beside  associations 
of  less  note)  more  than  eight  hundred  institutions,  whose  sole  ob¬ 
ject  is  to  circulate  among  the  destitute  the  Word  of  Life.  These 
institutions  have  the  patronage  of  kings  and  nobles ;  and  all  ranks, 
from  the  throne  to  the  cottage,  harmoniously  mingle  their  exer¬ 
tions  for  the  promotion  of  t^he  benevolent  and  grand  design. 

Many  of  these  societies  have  but  just  begun  their  existence  ; 
and,  consequently,  the  fruits  of  their  operations  have  not  yet  had 
time  to  appear.  It  would  be  a  pleasing  employment  to  calculate,  if  it 
could  bedone,  the  whole  number  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  which 
have  been  distributed,  by  all  the  societies  in  the  w  orld,  since  their 
fonnatioD ;  but  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  obtain  data 
sufficient  to  make  the  estimate  correct.  Let  it  therefore  suffice  to 
observe,  in  addition  to  the  statements  on  this  subject  annexed  to 
the  accounts  of  particular  societies,  that  in  every  instance,  the  most 
unwearied  exertion  is  manifested,  on  the  part  of  the  societies, 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects  for  which  they  were  form* 
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The  operations  of  Bible  Societies  do,  indeed,  appear  stupendous*' 
but,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  none  will  think  them  more  so  than  the 
situation  of  the  world  demands.  The  more  there  has  been  done, 
the  more  have  the  wants  of  individuals  been  brought  to  view. — 
Still,  notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  effected,  there  are  tens  of 
thousands  of  families  in  nations  called  Christian,  who  have  no  Bi> 
ble !  and  there  are  hundreds  of  millions  of  heathen,  who  are  des¬ 
titute  of  this  only  guide  to  eternal  life  !  It  is  most  devoutly  to 
be  wished  then,  that  no  friend  of  Zion,  none  who  desires  the  sab 
'  vation  of  his  fellow-men,  will  withhold  his  aid  from  Bible  Socie- 
^  •ties,  under  the  apprehension  that  enough  is  already  done.  If  we 
should  suppose  that  there  have  been  distributed  two  millions  and 
a  half  of  fthles  and  Testaments  (which  is,  probably,  more  than 
the  truth)  even  this  number  would  not  be  half  sufficient  to  supply 
the  destitute  in  Russia.  In  many  places  in  that  vast  empire,  which 
^  contains  more  than  40,000  of  inhabitants,  <<  it  was  generally 
.  known,”  says  a  writer,  **  a  hundred  worsts  off,  (about  66  miles) 
where  the  treasure  of  a  Bible  was  to  be  met  with.”  Many  other 
parts  of  Europe  are  equally  destitute  ;  and  some  parts  of  onr  own 
country  too  are  but  little  better  supplied.  Let  us  then  ardently 
pray,  that  the  means  of  diffusing  the  scriptures  may  be  greatly  in- 
!  creased,  and  unite  in  unwearied  exertions  with  our  prayers. 

But  while  we  act  and  pray,  let  us  remember  that  it  demands  our 
.unceasing  gratitude  to  the  Author  of  every  good,'that  there  is  so 
much  doing  as  there  is  for  the  spread  of  divine  truth.  The  fact, 
that  during  the  last  fourteen  years  so  many  exertions  have  been 
made  for  the  universal  circulation  of  the  scriptures,  can  be  account¬ 
ed  for  only  by  referring  to  the  divine  operation  on  the  minds  of 
Christians  as  its  cause.  And  doubtless  the  great  Father  of  Light 
scarcely  beholds  a  more  pleasing  object  in  this  lower  world,  than 
the  united  exertions  of  all  denominations  of  his  children  for  the 
universal  spread  of  his  holy  word.  It  is  rational  and  scriptural,  to 
consider  these  movements  as  tokens  of  better  days  for  the  church. 
The  Christian  world  is  to  be  purified ;  the  heathen  and  Mahom- 
.  etan  nations  are  to  receive  the  gospel ;  the  islands  of  the  sea*  are 
to  turn  to  the  Lord,  and  all  parts  of  the  earth  to  embrace  the  Sav¬ 
iour.  And  among  the  means  by  which  this  great  and  happy  revo¬ 
lution  is  to.be  effected,  Bible  Societies,  will,  we  hope,  soon  bold  a 
conspicuous  place.  It  is  the  prayer  of  the  writer,  that  all  who 
read  this  sketch,  may  be  grateful  to  God  for  what  he  is  doing  in 
the  world  ;  may  be  animated  to  greater  exertions  for  promoting 
the  interests  of  the  church  at  home,  and  for  spreading  the  gospel 
Rmong  the  heathen ;  that  they  may,  by  all  means,  secure  their 
own  salvation,  and  finally,  as  the  reward  of  their  labors,  receive  a 
l&fown  of  immortal  glory.

MURRAY. 

The  church  in  this  place  was  formed  in  September,  1816.  It 
consisted  at  its  formation  of  16  members.  Five  have  been  added 
since.  At  present  it  is  in  a  weak  state.  This  people  have  been 
favored  with  the  able  and  faithful  labors  of  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Dewey, 
and  other  missionaries,  yet  it  is  to  be  feared  that  they  have  profit* 
ed  but  little. 

CALEDONIA. 


A  great  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  emigrants  from  Scot' 
land,  principally  from  the  Highlands.  A  Scotch  Presbyterian 
church  was  formed  in  an  early  period  of  the  settlement  This  is 
the  oldest  church  in  the  county.  •  A  division  in  it  took  place'  soon 
after  it  was  formed,  and  a  church  of  the  Seceders  was  established. 
•A. Congregational  clfurch  was  organized  in  December  last. 

•  The  Prtshytertan  church  contains  83  members.  They  are  sound 
in  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  some  are  exemplary  Christians,  but 
too  much  lukewarmness  prevails  among  them.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Denoon,  their  pastor,  preaches  one  half  the  time  in  the  Gaelic  lan¬ 
guage,  the  other  half  in  English.  He  dw*ells  much  upon  experi¬ 
mental  religion,  and  is  useful,  particularly  to  Christians. 

The  church  of  the  Seceders  is  large,  but  in  a  lamentable  condi¬ 
tion,  at  present.  Their  pastor,  Mr.  Campbell,  a  worthy  and  res¬ 
pectable  man,  died  last  year,  and  they  have  been  almost  without 
religious  instruction  since.  Though  iniquity  abounds,  though  the 
state  of  discipline  is  low,  yet  there  are  some  very  godly  people 
belonging  to  this  church. 

The  Congregational  church  is  small,  but  the  members  of  it  are 
a  precious  little  band,  united  in  the  bonds  of  Christian  love,  and 
engaged  in  the  service  of  the  divine  and  adorable  Saviouri  They 
live  in  great  harmony  with  the  Presbyterian  church. 

A  Moral  Society  has  beep  formed  at  the  village,  and  been  pro¬ 
ductive  of  good  effects.  An  improvement  in  morals  is  observable 
^  here,  as  well  as  in  most  places  in  this  region.  We  are  encouraged 
,  to  hope  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  will  soon  bless  this 
^  place.  A  Sabbath  School  has  been  in  successful  operation  for 
more  than  a  year..  It  has  been  the  means  of  good  to  adults  as 
well  as  to  children.  There  is  an  increasing  willingness  in  young 
.people  to  give  them  religious  instruction. 


PARMA. 

The  church  In  this  place  was  formed  in  1810,  or  1811.  For  a 
season  it  was  small,  and  in  *an  unpromising  state.  A  great  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  inhabitants  were  of  a  dissolute  character,  averse  to 
meetiogs  and  the  cause  ef  godliness.  Religion  was  an  unfashior- 
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able  thing.  The  rioious  and  impious  were  bold  and  undaunted 
and  resolved  to  put  down  every  thing  serious.  But  the  arm  of  the 
grpal,  the  mighty  God,  was  too  strong  for  them  ;  the  day  of  his 
power  came,  and  “  a  time  of  refreshing  from  bis  presence  !”  A 
few  mercy  drops  fell  on  this  thirsty’part  of  the  wilderness,  in  the 
summer  of  1815.  The  church  received  additious.  A  few  were 
awakened  and  brought,  it  is  hoped,  to  accept  of  Christ.  In  the 
winter  a  general  attention  commenced,  which  in  its  progress  much 
changed  the  tone  of  society.  Religion  became  the  general,  the 
interesting  theme  of  conversation.  The  church  rapidly  increas- 
ed.  It  now  consists  of  about  70  members. 

The  people  have  been  repeatedly  disappointed  in  their  endea¬ 
vors  to  obtain  a  pastor.  But  God  will  not  chasten  them  more  than 
is  for  their  good,  to  teaoh  them  their  dependance  on  him,  “  with¬ 
out  W’hom  they  can  do  nothing.”  In  that  part  of  the  society  cal¬ 
led  Ogden,  there  are  some  tokens  for  good,  some  operations  of  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

This  church  and  society  contain  a  number  of  respectable  in 
habitants,  and,  in  conjunction  with  East  Riga,  would  be  a  pleasant 
and  encouraging  field  of  labor  for  an  able,  pious,  and  faithful  min¬ 
ister,  and  would  give  him  a  comfortable  support.  These  two  pla¬ 
ces  afford  a  striking  example  of  the  benefit  of  missionary  labors. 

BERGEN. 

The  first  settlers  of  this  place  were  from  Connecticut,  general-  \ 
ly  from  the  towns  of  Killingworth  and  Guilford.  A  greater  pro¬ 
portion  of  them  were  professors  of  religion,  than  is  common  in 
new  settlements.  The  church  was  formed  in  1808,  and  soon  be¬ 
came  respectable  for  numbers.  In  1810,  they  settled  Mr.  Hollis¬ 
ter  as  their  minister  for  half  the  time.  Since  his  death  (1814) 
they  have,  for  the  most  part  of  the  time,  been  destitute  of  preach¬ 
ing.  Religion  has  been  in  a  low  state  ;  the  church  in  a  lukewarm 
condition,  having  a  form  of  godliness  with  but  little  of  its  power. 
But,  amidst  this  gloom,  meetings  have  been  kept  up  on  the  Sab* 
bath,  and  pretty  well  attended.  When  a  people,  destitute  of  a 
minister,  do  this,  there  is  hope  in  their  case,  though  relrgiori  ap¬ 
pears  low' ;  but  when  the  people  listen  to  every  voice  that  cries, 

**  lo !  here,  or  lo !  there,”  when  they  go  after  “  every  wind  of  doc¬ 
trine,”  because  it  comes  from  a  preacher^  there  is  great  danger  of 
a  dissolution  of  that  church  and  society.  A  firm  and  united  per^ 
severance  of  a  destitute  churchy  ttill  never  go  unrewarded*  The  day 
of  darkness  in  the  church  of  Bergen,  has  been  long ;  no  one  hav¬ 
ing  united  with  it,  who  had  obtained  a  hope  in  the  place  ;  but 
there  are  now  some  faint  dawnings  of  a  revival.  Several  who 
have  lately  obtained  a  hope,  hare  offered  themselves  for  admission 
into  the  church,  and  now  stand  propounded.  May  this  be  a  pre¬ 
lude  to  greater  good.  The  people  generally  are  of  moral  habits. 

A  Sabbath  school  has  been  lately  established.

Ai  a  nuetxng  of  the  General  AssocUiHon  of  Connecticuty  at  Middle- 
iowny  the  third  Tuesday  of  June,  1818^  , 

The  committee  appointed  to  take  minutes  of  the  narrntires, 
and  prepare  a  concise  account  of  the  state  of  religion,  made  a  re¬ 
port,  which  was  accepted  as  follows : 

Although  the  efforts  made  for  the  suppression  of  the  awful  vice 
of  intemperance  have  not  succeeded  so  fully  as  could  be  desired  ; 
although  the  Sabtiath  is  much  neglected  in  some  places,  and  in  a 
few  perceptibly  more  than  heretofore  ;  and  although  it  has  pleased 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  not  to  bless  this  portion  of  Zion 
with  refreshing  showers,  so  copious  and  extensive  as  in  past  years  ; 
and  although  we  find,  in  the  moral  and  religious  state  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  grounds  for  sore  lamentation  a'nd  deep  abasement  before 
a  holy  and  sovereign  God;  yet  there  are  considerations  of  vast 
moment,  which  should  animate  Christ’s  ministering  servants  to  the 
most  unabated  exertions,  and  all  Christiana  to  the  most  fervent 
and  increasing  prayers,  and  activity  in  the  cause  of  Him,  whose  in¬ 
terests  they  have  espoused  ;  and  call  forth  the  most  heartfelt  grat¬ 
itude  to  the  Father  of  mercies.  In  some  places  the  Sabbath  is  ob¬ 
served  with  greater  solemnity  than  heretofore.  The  increasing  at¬ 
tention  paid  to  the  religious  instruction  of  children,  particularly  the 
establishment  of  Sabbath  Schools,  a  plan  extending  so  widely  and 
with  so  much  efficacy,  has  a  direct  influence  upon  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  men  :  a  plan  which  wc  most  cordially  approve,  and  for  adi> 
vine  blosaing  upon  which  all  good < men  will  unceasingly  pray. 

With  no  ordinary  emotions  do  we  observe  that  decided  support, 
which  the  various  charitable  institutions  of  the  present  day,  receive 
from  the  liberality  of  the  Christian  public,  and  the  deep  interest 
they  feel  in  their  extension  and  usefulness.  Nor  do  we  permit  our¬ 
selves  to  doubt,  that  these  streams  will  continue  to  augment  and 
flow  w  ith  greater  celerity,  as  the  state  of  the  world  may  demand. 

In  the  heathen  school  established  within  our  limits,  we  behold  a 
foundation  laid,  on  which  we  humbly  trust,  it  will  please  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church,  by  the  instrumentality  of  human  means,  to 
erect  a  noble  edifice  ;  w'e  behold  a  light  dawning,  which  we  trust 
will  brighten  and  spread,  until  many  pagan  lands,  and  especially  the 
islands  of  the  sea,  shall  be  cheered  with  its  heavenly  radiance,  and 
the  glorious  and  universal  reign  of  Messiah  the  Prince  shall  com-* 
mence. 

Among  the  several  subjects  of  consideration,  the  success  of  the 
Domestic  Missionary  Society  claims  our  gratitude.  Its  usefulness 
is  becoming  daily  more  and  more  evident ;  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  great  object  of  building  up  our  waste  places  will  excite  an  in¬ 
creasing  degree  of  interest  in  the  public  mind. 

Nor  do  we  consider  it  a  small  matter  of  congratulation,  and  thanks- 
"  giving  to  God,  that  the  Asylum  established  at  Hartford,  for  the  in¬ 
struction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  has  been  so  far  prospered.  While 
all  the  feelings  of  humanity  are.  strongly  enlisted  on  its  side,  and 
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prompt,  with  almost  irresistible  energy,  to  its  support,  the  Christ* 
beholds,  in  its  operations,  a  door  opened  for  its  unfortunate  sub¬ 
jects  to  assume  a  station,  with  their  fellow  immortals,  in  the  Intel-* 
lectual  and  moral  kingdom  of  God,  and  be'  prepared  to  share  in 
that  infinite  blessedness  purchased  by  the  Saviour’s  blood.  May 
the  dews  of  heaven  distil  more  abundantly  upon  this  humane  instil 
tution  !  May  it  share  largely  in  the  prevailing  prayers  of  the  Angel 
of  the  covenant !  And  though  the  dear  pupils  cannot  speak  the 
bnguage  of  men,  may  they  be  taught  by  Spirit  of  Grace,  that  they 
may  speak  forever  the  language  of  angels,  and  of  the  spirits  of  the 
just  made  perfect !  .  . 

But,  above  all,  do  we  find  matter  of  praise  to  the  God  of  grace, 
in  the  revivals  of  religion  wKh  which,  although  less  numerous  and 
powerful  than  in  some  preceding  years,  it  hath  pleased  Him  to  bless 
several  of  our  churches.  In  some  places,  the  shower  appears 
to  have  abated  ;  in  others,  the  rain  of  .divine  influence  continues 
copiously  to  descend,  in  Middletown,  Upper-Houses,  Weath- 
efsfield,  Rocky-Hill,  Bethany  in  the  town  of  Woodbridge,  Salem, 
a  parish  in  Waterbary,  East-Haropton  in  Chatham,  and  Haddam, 
God  has' wrought  gloriously,  or  is  still  working.  In  these  tokens  of 
our' Saviour’s '•  presence,  his  friends  find  abundant  cause  of  grati¬ 
tude,  courage,  hope  and  prayer,  nor  should  they  be  forgetful  of  the 
additional  obligation  which  every  soul  brought  home  to  Christ,  and 
secured  in* his  fold,  lays  upon  them,  with  united  hearts  to  ascribe 
to  Him  all  the  glory*  '  .  ,  n 

We  would  also  observe,  that  in  the  undiminished. prosperity  and 
usefulness  of  Yale  College,  an  institution  founded  on  wisdom,  water- 
ed  witb  the  prayers  of  our  pious  progenitors,  and  which  the  Son  of 
God  has  made  a  fountain  of  refreshing  streams  to  his  church,  for 
more  than  a  century,  we  feel  that  there  is  special  cause  to  eialt 
His  name.  .  ^ 

From  the  accounts  rendered  of  the  state  of  religion,  within  the 
bounds  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  it 
appears  that  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  are  evkienlty 
advancing.  Several  of  the  "Presbyteries,  under  their  jurisdiction^ 
have  been  very  powerfully  visited,  the  year  past,  with  the  influx 
ences  of  Holy  Spirit,  and  many  have  been  added  unto'the  Lord. 
Churches,  under  their  superintendance,  are  multiplying  as  the  set¬ 
tlements  extend  into  that  wide  region  on  their  border ;  their  The¬ 
ological  Seminary  is  sending  forth  a  succession  of  young  men  a5 
heralds  of  the  cross ;  and  the  general  aspect  of  Zion  is  highly  fa¬ 
vorable.  And  it  is  pleasing  to  learn,  that  the  General  Assembly  has 
recommended  and  strongly  urged  upon  the  members  of  their  com¬ 
munion,  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  religious  instruction  'of 
their  sla;res,  that  they  may  be  prepared,  in  God’s  own  time,  for 
their  emancipation.  .  -  . 

From  our  brethren  in  Massachusetts  Proper,  we  learn,  with  heart¬ 
felt  joy,  that  revivals  of  religion,  in  several  counties,  especially 
that  of  Berkshire,  have  taken  place  ;  and  not  only  the  happy  fruits 
of  former  ones  remain,  but  goodly  numbers  have  been  gathered 
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unto  Christ ;  that  the  Theological  Institution  at  AndoTer,  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  and  promises  to  extend  its  utility,  already 
great,  over  an  extensive  field. 

From  the  General  Association  of  New-Hampshire  we  are  in¬ 
formed,  that  iihe  prospects,  in  many  parts  of  the  state,  are  gloomy ; 
that  some  churches  are  low,  and  some  professors  lukewarm.  At 
the  same  time,  it  is  evident  that  a  gracious  God  hath  them  in  re¬ 
membrance.  Revivals  of  religion,  powerful  and  resulting  in  the 
hopeful  conversion  of  very  considerable  numbers,  have  claimed  the 
gratitude,  and  encouraged  the  hearts,  of  both  ministers  and  private 
Christians,  in  that  section  of  our  country.  And  it  has  been  partic¬ 
ularly  noted  by  them,  that,  in  those  revivals,  God  has  been  pleased 
to  call  in  from  the  world  the  greatest  proportion  of  converts,  from 
among  those  who,  in  their  infancy,  received  the  seal  of  baptism. 

The  church  of  our  ascended  Lord,  in  the  state  of  Vermont,  con¬ 
tinues  to  flourish.  The  number  of  settled  ministers  is  enlarging, 
and  the  several  churches,  increased  with  the  increase  of  God,  are 
assuming  additional  stability,  beauty  and  glory.  Peculiarly  favored 
of  her  Head,  Zion  here  looks  forth,  fair  as  the  moon,  and  clear  as 
the  sun.  In  two  Associations,  consisting  of  twenty-six  congrega¬ 
tions,  more  than  twelve  hundred  have  been  brought,  hopefully,  to 
accept  the  crucified  Saviour.  And  we  are  happy  to  add,  that 
or  14  of  the  pupils  in  the  College  in  Middlebury  have  been,  as  there 
is  reason  to  hope,  made  the  subjects  of  renewing  grace. 

On  the  whole,  your  Committee  rejoice,  in  common  with  the 
members  of  this  body,  and  all  who  wish  for  Zion’s  welfare,  that 
the  Christian  character  is  rising — that  Christian  charities  are  ex¬ 
tensively  multiplying — and  the  the  spirit  of  Missions  extending  in 
all  directions :  that  young  men  of  talents  and  piety  are  consecra¬ 
ting  themselves  to  God,  in  the  kingdom  of  his  Son,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  Pagan  world,  and  that  the  signs  of  the  times  loud¬ 
ly  call  on  the  Christian  world  to  redouble  their  prayers  and  their 
liberality.  Behold  the  dawn  of  the  glorious  day — that  day  which 
prophets  predicted,  and  for  which  saints  have  prayed — that  day  in 
which  the  light  of  the  Moon  is  to  be  as  the  light  of  the  Sun,  and 
the  light  of  the  Sun  sevenfold ;  in  which  the  triumphs  of  the  Cross 
are  to  be  signally  exhibited  from  the  rising  of  the  Sun  unto  the  go¬ 
ing  down  of  the  same  ;  in  which  the  gospel,  in  its  triumph,  andca- 
jeer,  is  to  march  the  circle  of  the  globe,  and  Allduia,  for  the  Lord 
(wd  Omnipotent  reignelk,  resounded  from  every  land.  Even  so, 
come,  liord  Jesus, come  quickly.  Amen.

FBOW  THE  BOSTON  RECORDER. 
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Under  this  head,  we  published  on  the  IGth  ult.  an  interesting 
welter  from  the  Rev.  Elias  Cornelius.  The  manner  in  which  .  the 
favorable  slate  of  things  alluded  to  in  that  letter  w’as  brought  about. 
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h  partrculafly  aiotad  iii  Ih^-Rev,  Mr.  Larneb’s  ComroiiniEaiioR 
to  tlt6  “  Board  of  Missrons  of  thft  General  Assembly  of  the  Pret* 
byterian  Church/’  from  which  the  following  extracts  are  made  ; 

“  Rev.  Eltas  CotneHus,  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Con* 
hectrcut  Missionary  Society,  had  reached  the  city  about  three  week! 
befi»re  myself:  And,  eonformably  with  a  mutual  understanding  pre* 
tioos  to  leaving  the  Eastern  Slates,  had  bent  all  his  efforts  tow  ardf 
effecting  my  pennanenl  settlement.  To  say  that  his  disinterested 
Tievrs  and  unirearied  exertions  have  endeared  him  most  strongly 
to  my  heart,  would  only  express  my  individual  feelings.  For  the 
rest,  I  will  add,  that  if  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  is  opening  for 
ifew-Orleans  any  prospect  of  moral  or  religious  improvement,  that 
Improvement  Cjmnot  fail,  with  those  who  appreciate  Christian  en¬ 
deavor,  and  esperiaily  in  the  eye  of  Omniscience,  to  be  associa¬ 
ted  with  the  tarrie  of  Mr.  Cornelius. 

After  prociiHng  from  the  Legislature  an  ‘Art  of  Inrorpora^ 
floh  for  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  and  Congregation  in  the  city 
and  parish  of  New-Orlcans,’  a  meeting  of  persons  friendly  to  the 
ohjftct  tVrfs  called.  From  them  I  received  an  invitation  to  remain 
as  their  Pastor,  accompanied  with  the  offer  of  a  siifiicient  annual 
compensation,  and  a  promise  of  erecting  a  place  of  worship  with¬ 
out  delay.  With  this  invitation,  predicated  on  such  conditions,  Isig'- 
mfled  my  willingness  to  comp^y  ;  and  should  I  be  permitted  to  visit 
New-York  diiririglhe  ensuing  surhmer,  I  shall  prepare  it  in  the  form 
oT  a  and  prosecute  it  accordingly  before  my  Presbytery.  A 
Subscription  has  been  circulated  for  purchasing  a  lot  and  for  build- 
irtg  a  church ;  and  the  present  result  is,  that  the  Trustees  have’  se¬ 
cured  the  first,  at  the  price  of  ^10,000,  and  have  a  balance  left  of 
55000  to  50000,  for  erecting  the  edifice.  Every  week,  however, 
is  augmenting. the  amount  of  this  last  sum.  An  estimate  has  been 
made  of  the  probable  expense  of  the  whole  undertaking — and,  es- 
clulHve  of  the  lot  and  steeple,  it  is  supposed  that  $30,000  will  be 
necessary  to  complete  a  brick  church,*  of  the  general  dimensions 
of  90  feet  by  CO,  more  or  leas,  and-.constructed,  ,for  the  most  part, 
on  the  plan  of  Dr.  Mason’s,  in  the  city  of  New-York.  To  such 
an  object  in  this  town,  donations  must  necessarily  prove  inadequate  ; 
it  is  contemplated,  therefore,  to  make  up  the  final  deficiency  of 
funds,  by  a  loan  from  one  of  the  hanks,  or  from  individuals,  until  a 
sale  of  the  pews  can  effect  a  redemption  of  Uie  money.  Were  it 
necessary  that  I  should  say,  in  many  vvords,  what  the  efforts  in  al¬ 
lusion  will  probably  amount  to,  when'they  shall  have  ripened  into 
some  sober  and  certain  results,  I  could  only  remark,  that  the  pros¬ 
pect  is  at  present  highly  encouraging.  There  are  circumstances, how. 
ever,  which  have  a  bearing  on  the  subject. by  no  means  favorable. 
Among  which,  I  mention,  in  the  first  place,  that  any  undertaking 
directed  so  decidedly  as  our  ow  n  to  the  advancement  of  religion, 
cannot  proceed  so  actively  in  a^veryrioic  as  in  a  flourishing  state  of 
general  piety  ;  in  the  second,  that  a  large  proportion  of  monied  A- 
Ttiericans  here,  are  already  enlisted  in  behalf  of  the  tEpiscopal 
church  ;  and  in  the  third,  that  young  men,  and  particularly  young 
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merchants,  from  whom  the  iM^ppurtof  our  roolempU^ed  eitablieli* 
ment  will  he  chielly  derived,  have  ^epeciilly  cuine  to  the  city  for 
temporary  pucf)oses,  and  on  this  arrouot  fe^l  tut  A  ^hort^Iivcd  in¬ 
terest  in  its  public  institutions.  But  on  the  whoie^  1  cherUh  a  be- 
Hef,  reciprocated,  I  am  conAdent,  by  ihe  congregation  an  a  body, 
and  by  their  Trustees,  that  the  day  has  at  last  ar  rived,  when  asccr 
I  end  Protestant  Church  will  lift  its  spire  to  Heaven  !  and  shield  our 
city,  in  something  more  than  a  natural  sense,  from  judgments  which 
it  has  too  much  reason  to  apprehend.  For  the  present,  I  am  ac¬ 
customed  to  preach  on  every  Sabbath  morning,  at  a  commodioua 
room  Atted  up  hy  Mr.  Paulding,  a  Baptist  gentleman ;  in  the  eve¬ 
ning,  at  the  Episcopal,  or  as  it  is  commonly  styled  here,  the  Amer.- 
ican  Church.  At  the  former  of  these  places,  also,  I  hold  a  regu¬ 
lar  lecture  on  Thursday  evening  ;  besides  which,  there  is  a  prayer- 
meeting  on  the  morning  of  every  Wednesday  forour  own  sey,  and 
of  every  Friday  for  females.  As  it  becomes  a  part  of  my  report 
to  speak  of  the  disposition  eybibited  towards  the  public  exercises 
of  worship,  I  am  happy  to  state,  that  it  has  exceeded  uiy  most  san¬ 
guine  expectations.  Mr.  Paulding’s  room,  which  seats  about  four 
hundred  persons,  is  almost  uniformly,  and  often  very  uncomfort¬ 
ably  crowded  ;  and  during  the  afternoon’s  service  in  the  Episcopal 
church,  containing  1000  to  1100  seats,  I  have  frequently  seen  per¬ 
sons  compelled  to  leave  the  house,  for  want  of  accommodations. 
And  it  is  but  justice  to  the  American  population,  who,  however 
little  they  are  inclined*  to  religion,  claim  a  very  considerable  ex* 
emption  from  the  immoralities  chargeable  on  the  city  at  large ;  it 
is  but  jqstioe  to  say,  that  I  have  never  witnessed  more  decorum  of 
conduct,  or  more  solemnity  of  attention,  than  i  have  found  among 
•  them  on  every  occasion  of  worship.  From  a  determination  which 
1  long  since  formed,  and  to  which  I  have  rigidly  adhered,  of  preacl>- 
ing  the  truth,  without  withholding,  abridging  or  embellishing  the 
'severest  doctrines,  I  have  evperienced  less  difficulty  than  i  expect¬ 
ed.  And  I  rejoice  in  an  opportunity  of  saying,  that  four  cr  Ave 
instances  of  serious  enquiry  have  occurred,  as  if  to  prove,  on  the 
part  of  God,  that  it  can  never  be  necessary  for  the  good  of  Hw 
church,  to  halt  between  two  opinions  in  the  pulpit.” 
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THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  PRINCETON. 

Br  thir  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  it  cp- 
pears  that  at  the  date  of  ihek  Aflh  Report,  there  were  47  students 
in  the  secDinary  ;  at  present  there  arc  51.  During  the  paU  year 
fourteen  have  hern  liceosed  to  preach  the  goepcl,  and  Aome  of 
them  have  been  actively  engaged  oti  iDissionar|r  ground.  Of  the 
•students,  85  have  bef»n  maintained,  through, the  year,  ip  whole, or 
in  part  on  the  charitable  funds  of  the  Institution.  Three  thousand 
fifty-three  dollars  ninety-five  cents  have  been  forwarded  for  this 
purpose,  principally  from  female  societies. 
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'  Sereral  valuable  books  have  been  presented  to  the  library.  One 
hundred  twenty-one  volumes  have  been  actually  received,  and  a 
number'  more  are  on  their  way. 

The  largest  donation  received  since  the  last  annual  report,  was 
made  by  John  Whitehead,  Esq.  of  Waynesboro,  Geo.  amounting 
to  g3275.  The  donor  left  the  particular  appropriation  of  it,  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Board ;  and  they,  desirous  of  expressing  their 
high  sense  of  the  unsolicited  generosity  of  Mr.  W.  and  of  perpet¬ 
uating  in  the  institution  the  name  of  so  distinguished  a  patron — 

Resolved,  that  if  the  General  Assembly  approve,  S^bOO  of  Mr. 
Whitehead’s  donation  be  applied  to  establish  a  scholarship,  to  be 
called  the  Whxithtad  Scholarship,^^ 

The  Report  states  the  regret  of  the  Board,  that  of  the  students 
who  have  left  the  Seminary  during  the  year,  only  two  obtained 
certificates  of  having  fully  finished  the  whole  course  of  study  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  plan.  The  names  of  these,  (for  we  think  they  ought 
to  be  honorably  distinguished)  are  Charles  Webster  and  Jeremic'ih 
Chamberlain.  What  reasons  may  influence  the  great  bulk  of  the 
students  to  act  contrary  to  the  strong  recommendation  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly,  that  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  plan 
be  in  every  case  complete,”  we  know  not — but  one  thing  we  know, 
that  if  they  have  not  very  strong  reasons^  and  have  an  ordinary 
share  of  reflection,  they  will  reproach  themselves  through  all  after 
life,  for  having  thought  themselves  wiser  than  their  fathers  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Sage  experience,  inculcates  lessons  on  the  im¬ 
portance  of  laying  a  foundation  broad  and  deep,  which  youth  is  too 
little  inclined  to  regard ;  and  the  neglect  of  those  lessons,  rarely 
fails  to  produce  bitter  regrets  in  the  end. 

It  is  a  pleasing  fact,  that  a  missionary  spirit  continues  and  in- 
.^reases  among  the  theological  students  at  Princeton ;  and  that  great 
good  has  resulted  from  their  labors  in  advancing  the  cause  of  the 
Redeemer. 

:rThe  flourishing  state  of  our  Theological  Seminaries,  so  recent  in 
•their  origin,  so  noble  in  their  aims,  so  extended  in  their  influence, 
is  a  subject  of  pure  congratulation  among  the  friends  of  Zion.  If 
this  be  not  indicative  of  God’s  gracious  design  speedily  to  enlarge, 
and  strengthen  his  church,  we  cannot  conceive  of  any  indications 
sufficiently  strong  to  warrant  the  expectations  that  so  generally  per¬ 
vade  the  world.  Did  we  •  know  assuredly  that  the  “  latter  day 
glory”  were  at  band,  w’e  could  not  devise  means  more  evidently 
adapted  to  the  crisis  than  such  “  schools  of  the  prophets,”  as  have 
lately  been  established.  And  we  take  this  opportunity  to  remark, 
that  a  more  special  mention  of  them  in  the  prayers  of  the  church 
and  more  fervent  supplications  for  their  prosperity,  than  aie  ordi¬ 
narily  offered,  would  greatly  strengthen  the  confidence  that  God 
has  raised  them  up  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  by  their  in¬ 
strumentality,  the  predictions  of -his  word,  fnd  of  making  Zion  the 
joy  of  whole  earth. 
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PHILADELPHIA  SUNDAY  AND  ADULT  SCHOOL  UNION.  , 
Eilracla  from  tht  First  Report,  read  at  their  .‘hinual  Meeting, 

May  20,  1818.  '  "  ■  ‘ 

.  f  --  -  -  .  .  ...  .... 

One  of  the  eminent  blessings  of  the  Gospel  is,  that  it  produces 
the  most  desirable  union  amongst  men.  It  is  to  be  the  fruit  of  the 
Redeemer’s  sufferings,  that  he  shall  gather  together  iu  one  all  things, 
visible  and  invisible,  in  heaven  and  earth.  Every  union  formed  in 
the  spirit,  and  to  promote  the  design  of  his  Gospel,  may  be  con* 
sidered  as  a  stage  of  advancement  towards  this  consummation  of 
hispuposes  and  an  acceleration  of  that  hour,  when  he  shall  deliver 
up  to  the  Father  the  mediatorial  kingdom,  tranquilized,  united,  and 
holy,  “that  God  may  be  all  in  all.”  ^  , 

The  comparative  fewness  of  Christians,  calls  for  all  practicable 
and  profitable  union  amongst  themselves.  Divide  and  conquer  \s  the 
maxim  of  their  great  foe  ;  Unite  and  triumph,  be  then  the  iiioltf* 
of  Christians. 

Public  designs  in  general  are  benefitted  by  union  and  concert 
amongst  their  promoters.  Of  none  can  this  with  more  justice  he 
affirmed,  than  of  religious  and  benevolent  Institutions  ;  and  of  these, 
few  with  more  propriet}',  than  the  disinterested  and  pious  associa'- 
tions  formed  for  the  improvement  of  those  children  in  Sunday 
Schools,  most  of  whom  would  otherwise  be  employed  in  profaning 
the  Lord’s  day,  disturbing  the  community,  and  ripening  themselves 
for  ruin.  The  union  of  Sunday  and  Adult  Sahools,  proposes  thr 
following  as  some  of  its. advantages :  To  make  known  the  import 
tance  of  the  schools  to  the  community  through  the  medium  of  pe^ 
liodical  reports :  To  obtain  a  general  knowledge  of  all  the  improve/ 
ments  of  the  several  schools,  in  order  to  the  perfection  of  all:  To 
produce  the  stimulus  of  mutual  counsel  and  friendly  exhortation; 
or,  in  the  words  of  an  apostle,  to  consider  one  another,  that  they 
may  “  provoke  unto  love  and  good  works  To  print  suitable  books 
at  the  most  moderate  expense  :  and  to  obtain  communications  frotn 
similar  societies  encouraging  to  perseverance  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord.  • 

Such  were  the  motives  which  led  to  the  institution  of  the  Sun* 
day  and  Adult  School  Union.  '  “ 

For  one  year  the  Constitution  has  been  adopted  and  the  work  in 
progress.'  During  this  period,  the  accessions  w  hich  have  beep 
made  to  the  Union  ;  the  encouragement  which  has  arisen,  and  the 
success  which  has  attended  our  efforts,  have  been  highly  animating 
to  the  friends  of  this  enlarged  design.  '  ' 

Our  .association  now  consists  of  forty  three*  schools.  In  these 
..  schools  are  instructed  5458  white  children  and  157  adults ;  200  col¬ 
ored  children  and  155  adults.  These  are  under  the  care’of 
teachers;  282  male  and  291  female  teachers. 
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EPISCOPAL  CONVENTION. 

^  C^cf'Tilesday,  7une  the  aoaual  Conventioci  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Churph  of  the  State  of  Khode-Ialand,**  convened  at  St; 
Paul’s  Church,  Pawtucket.  Prayers  were  read  by  Rev,  Mr.  WheaC 
tdh,  of’ Newport,' and  a  catholic  and  pertinent  discourse  delivered 
by  the  Ri^ht  Rev.' Bishop  Griswold;  After  divine  service,  the  Con« 
vedttoh  proceede'd  to  business.  Athong  other  important  transac¬ 
tions,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Bishop  appoint  a  Missionary,  the 
sphere  of  whose  labors  shall  be  confined  to  this  State  ;  that  they 
will  patronise  and  encourage  the  establishment  of  Sabbath  Schools 
in  the  several  Churches,  which  shall  be  under  the  inspection  of  the 
Clergymen  of  the  respective  Churches,  and  that  the  state  of  the 
same  shall  be  reported  at  the  annual  Convention.  From  the  paro¬ 
chial  reports,  it  appears,  shat  the  general  condition  of  the  Church 
is  flourishing,  and  that  vital  piety  and  godliness  is  increasing  in  the 
congregations.  A  spirit  of  zeal  and  barinooy  reigned  in  the  delib¬ 
erations  of  the  convention.  We  observed  with  pleasure  that  Dele* 
gates  from  Christ’s  Church,  Chepachet,  appeared  and  took  theic 
seats  in  Conveotion. — Providence  •American. 


ANDOV^ER  COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 

It  may  be’  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  theological  science,  to 
learn,  that  a  new  building  is  now  nearly  completed  for  the  use  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Andover.  ^  Its  length,  94  feet — width  40. 
The  building  is  three  stories  in  height,  and  the  part  of  it  to  be  ap- 
propriated  for  the  chapel,  will  occupy  two  stories,  and  will  finish 
60  by  36  feet.  The  library  room  is  in  the  third  story,  of  the  same 
length  and  breadth  as  the  chapel.  There  are  also  three  lecture 
rooms,  one  in  each  story,  36  by  20  feet.  The  building  is  surmount¬ 
ed  by  an  elegant  cupola,  and  is  furnished  with  a  clock  of  superior 
workmanship,  with  a  dial  in  front  and  rear  of  the  building.  In 
point  of  materials  and  elegance,  this  edifice  is  said  to  %ie  with  any 
in  the  United  States.  IsTeiehurypori  Herald.
